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Bush expected to veto cable legislation

WASHINGTON — The House responded Thursday 
to consumer complaints about escalating cable televi- 
sion rates and indifferent service by voting to put the 


industry under government control. 


Rep. Edward Markey, D-Mass., sponsor of the bill 
that passed 280-128, called it the most important con- 
sumer legislation Congress would face this year. 
President Bush said he would veto it because it “will 
hurt Americans by imposing a wide array of costly, 
burdensome and unnecessary requirements on the 


cable industry.” 


The measure will go to the Senate, which is expected 


to act on it next week. 


The cable industry has opposed the bill supported by 
such groups as the Consumer Federation of America, 
the AFL-CIO and the American Association of Retired 


Persons. 


The FCC would determine “reasonable” rates 
that customers should pay for those channels and 
ensure that equipment such as converter boxes and 
remote control devices also be priced reasonably. 


The commission also would: 


¢ Set service standards to protect against chronic 


outages. 


* Guarantee that customers get quick telephone 


response to questions about billing, refunds and ser- 


vice problems.

° Streamline its system for handling consumer com- 


¢ Step in if cable charges for additional program- 
ming became exorbitant. 

The bill addresses that condition with various provi- 
sions designed to help other television systems get a 
better foothold in the market. Lawmakers said they 
consider competition the most effective way to keep 


The cable industry has fought the bill with full-page 
newspaper ads excerpting quotes against it from 
major metropolitan papers. It has used inserts in 
monthly cable bills and cable channel spots to contend 
the bill which creates added costs that would be 
passed on to consumers. 

The industry is most opposed to a requirement that 
they negotiate for local broadcast signals. Under exist- 
ing law, cable operators take broadcast signals for free 
to retransmit on any channel they choose as part of 
cable service. In other words, Channel 4 could be 
Channel 27 on cable. 

The broadcast industry lobbied hard for the provi- 
sion that allows them to négotiate terms with cable 
companies that would include placement on the dial 
and could require financial compensation.

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Weaver pleads innocent in Idaho 


BOISE, Idaho — Randy Weaver pleaded innocent Thursday to a federal 
charge that he took part in the slaying of a deputy U.S. marshal in a 
shootout near Weaver’s remote cabin last month. 

U.S. Magistrate Mikel Williams scheduled Weaver’s trial for Oct. 26. 

Weaver, 44, was indicted by a federal grand jury Wednesday on a 
charge of aiding and abetting in William Degan’s death. 

Kevin Harris, 24, a Weaver family friend, was indicted on a charge of 
first-degree murder in the deputy’s death in an Aug. 21 shootout. Harris 
will be arraigned Friday. 

Weaver and Harris also are charged with assaulting a federal officer, 
which carries a maximum penalty of 10 years in prison and a $250,000 
fine. 

The Aug. 21 exchange of gunfire began an 11-day standoff between 
authorities and Weaver, his family and Harris. Weaver’s 14-year-old son, 
Samuel, also died in the shootout and his wife, Vicki, was fatally shot at 
the family’s cabin on Aug. 22. Harris was wounded on Aug. 22. 

At Thursday’s hearing, Assistant U.S. Attorney Kim Lindquist advised 
Weaver he could face the death penalty if convicted, as could Harris. 

Weaver is scheduled for trial Oct. 5 on those charges. 


Bosnian fighting erupts before talks 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — Fierce fighting erupted in the 
western part of the capital Thursday in what the U.N. commander said 
was an apparent attempt to stake claims before the opening of peace 
talks in Geneva on Friday. 

Bosnia’s increasingly isolated government rejected a Serb proposal to 
use the talks to start dividing the republic into ethnic regions. 

Muslim-led government forces poured into Stup and Azici after Serb 
rebels launched an attack with tank guns, artillery and mortars on the 
western neighborhoods. Gen. Hussein Aly Abdel Razek, the Egyptian 
commander of U.N. forces in Bosnia, said the battles appeared to be an 
attempt to lay territorial claims. Abdel Razek said that a U.N. relief 
plane would fly into Sarajevo as a test and, if it went well, aid flights to 
the capital could resume next week. 


Domestic abuse swells after Andrew 


CUTLER RIDGE, Fla. — A special domestic court and a safe house 
for battered women opened Thursday in hurricane-stricken south Dade 
County to deal with a wave of increasingly violent abuse cases. 

“I had a woman yesterday with a chunk taken out of her shoulder bya 
machete,” acting Circuit Judge Linda Dakis said. 

Emergency injunctions to protect victims have doubled since Hurricane 
Andrew swept through the region on Aug. 24, while available police offi- 
cers have almost vanished, she said.

A proposal before the Orem 
Planning Commission could help 
ease the Utah Valley housing 
crunch by allowing multi-unit 
dwellings to be built on odd- 
shaped land parcels currently 
zoned for single-family homes.

“While odd-shaped or small prop- 
erties may prohibit conventional 
subdivisions, they may be suitable 
for multi-unit housing,” said Jim 
Wilbur, an Orem senior planner. 

Wilbur said the ordinance was 
adopted in 1984, but was removed 
after a 30-unit condominium com- 
plex caused concern among the 
public and city council members. 

“The Planning Commission is 
being very open about this. They 
are looking at different options,” 
Wilbur said.

Superman’s approaching death at the hands of “superlunatic” 
Doomsday, announced recently by DC Comics, is facing opposition from 
state mental health directors and families of the mentally ill across the 
nation. 

Michael Carlin, Superman editor at DC Comics, announced the hero’s 
final issue will reach stores November 18, in which he will taste defeat 
from a superlunatic. 

The National Association of State Mental Health Directors, a 50 mem- 
ber organization, and the National Alliance for Mentally III, comprised of 
families of the mentally ill, have each launched a letter-writing cam- 
paign to petition the nature of Superman’s death, according to Paul 
Thorpe, director of the Utah State Division of Mental Health. 

“This image fosters the stigma against the mentally ill, which hurts the 
mentally ill and the ability to treat them,” Thorpe said. “People view the 
mentally ill as violent and dangerous, but they’re not bad people — their 
behavior is the result of their illness.”

The BYU administration is mov- 


ing to put an end to abuse of the 
campus computer network to view 
pornographic or otherwise offen- 
sive materials that are in violation 
of the Honor Code. Within the last 
year and a half, a handful of BYU 
students were referred to the 
Honor Code Office for using BYU 
computer systems to view such 
materials. 

Steps to prevent the misuse of Y- 
NET, the privately BYU-owned 
computer network, include an 
additional statement in the BYU 
computer network patron policy 
that users are required to sign, 
and an overall emphasis on 
encouraging students to keep the 
honor code, Margaret: Smoot, direc- 
tor of BYU Public 
Communications, said Wednesday. 

“Not many have access to the 
codes, so there are only a few of 
those people who are actually 
responsible,” Smoot said. Y-NET is 
available to a limited number of 
students and faculty for research 
and coursework. 

Smoot pointed out that while this 
is not a wide-spread or major prob- 
lem at BYU, “pornography in any 
form is an aggregate concern.” 
Smoot added that computer use 
falls under the guidelines and 
penalties of the Honor Code. 

Patrons using Y-NET are 
required to follow these guidelines: 

1) Use resources only for autho- 
rized purposes, 2) Protect individ- 
ual user ID and passwords from 
unauthorized use, 3) Access only 
data and files that are owned by 
the patron or files which the 
patron has been given express per- 
mission to use, 4) Use copyrighted 
material in accordance with copy- 
right laws and abide by the provi- 
sions of any applicable license 
agreements, 5) Abide by Internet 

‘usage guidelines, and 6) Respect 
the intellectual property of others. 

In addition to these and other 
guidelines, the recently added 
guideline states: In making appro- 
priate use of the Y-NET, patrons 
must not engage in any other 
activity that does not comply with 
the Honor Code or with the princi- 
ples of The Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints, e.g., use the 
Y-NET to view, store, or transfer 
pornographic, erotic, indecent, or 
other offensive materials, etc. 
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hood of 400 South and 400 West 
voiced their frustration over a 
neighborhood meeting held by a 
developer. 

The developer led the citizens to 
believe the ordinance was already 
approved. 

The commission is trying to avoid 
problems between the public and 
the developers. 

The current ordinance requires a 
neighborhood meeting before any 
plans are finalized. 

“The neighborhood meetings 
would give the public a forum to 
express concerns and even possibly 
have a say in the plans them- 
selves,” Wilbur said. 

“It will increase communication 
between the commission and the 
public instead of having the com- 
mission propose a plan and just 
say here it is,” he added. 

Size would be a factor in deter- 
mining what land could be used. 

The ordinance will probably tar- 
get smaller parcels of land around 
two to four acres, Wilbur said. 

The orchard involved in the 400 
South neighborhood meeting is 
about 13 acres. | 

If the Planning Commission does 
agree on a proposal, it will be 
brought before the city council and 
presented to the public before

Funds on the way 
to finance UVCC 
special events center

Plans to build a special events 
center at Utah Valley Community 
College are under way after the 
Utah County Commissioners 
approved selling bonds to fund the 
project. 

Utah County Commissioners 
voted Monday to start selling the 
bonds before this year is over. The 
special events center was approved 
by voters on April 9, 1991 and a 
bond sale of $7.7 million was 
approved to help raise funds for the 
center. Leonard Ellis, county trea- 
surer, recommended the county sell 
$5 million in bonds now, and the 
remaining $2.7 million at a later 
date. 

Ellis said now is an opportune

The Provo River may flow at 
10 to 15 percent capacity for 
sustained periods of time next 
year, due to the decrease in 
total canyon water runoff from 
February to September this 
year. 

Carl Carpenter, Provo City 
water resource engineer, said, 
“Over the past seven years, the 
canyon springs usually picked 
up flow in March or April and 
continued to increase flow until 
July or August. This year, how- 
ever, the springs actually 
decreased in flow from 
February to the present time.” 

The springs, which supply 
Provo’s drinking water, are 
down 24 percent this year from 
last, Carpenter said. 

There is enough water in the 
underground wells, however, to 
last for generations; it’s just a 
matter of getting to it, he said. 

“The aquifers have been build- 
ing for generations,” Carpenter 
said. “We’ve only been drawing 
from them for six to seven years 
now. The change in water level 
is much more gradual in the 
aquifers than in the surface 
water.” 

He said if we have another dry 
winter, we would have to pump 
more of the underground water 
than was pumped this year. The 
usage of underground water 
this summer increased by six 
percent from last year. 

Stan Roberts, the Provo River 
commissioner, said that with 
another dry winter, we would 
experience a 15 to 20 percent 
decrease in the flow of Provo 
River next summer. Such a 
decrease would put the river at 
10 to 15 percent of its capacity, 
he said. 

Roberts said while the under- 
ground water would supply 
Utah County drinking water for 
quite some time, the surface 
effects of a dry winter would be 
significant. 

“If conditions continue in this 
manner, the sign of the 
decrease will come earlier every 
summer,” he said. 

He said the water in the Provo 
River is being: divided with all 
needs in mind. ‘There may be, 
however, sections of the river 
that are so low that wildlife 
may be affected. 

“Sometimes we take water for 
granted, even if we just leave it 
running while we brush our 
teeth. We do live in a desert 
environment and it’s time to 
realize that,” he said. 

Roberts said one fundamental 
issue most people don’t realize 
is how much the population 
growth of Utah County will 
affect the water supply. The 
total amount of water fluctuates 
from year to year, but it does 
not increase. Meanwhile, the 
population does increase. 

“If you’ve got a limited 
resource and keep increasing 
demand, you've got to do some- 
thing to increase efficiency,” he 
said.
